REMARKS 

The Examiner has cited publication number U.S. 2002/0032626A1 as prior art to the 
current application. Although on the face of the published document it does not appear that the 
utility application should have the benefit of the filing date of the provisional application due to 
late filing, for purposes of this response Applicant is assuming that the priority claim is correct. 
Since Applicant is not in a position to evaluate the file wrapper of the published case, Applicant 
hereby requests that the Examiner explain why the stated filing date is not correct. 

In the outstanding Office Action, Claim 21 was objected to because of an informality. 
That claim has been amended to overcome that objection. Claims 1, 2, 4-7, 10, 13, 14, 18, and 
25 were rejected under the 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 as being indefinite. The independent claims have 
been amended to overcome the rejections and the dependent claims should now be allowable. 
Claims, 1, 2, 4-7, 10, 13-15, 17, 18, 21, 22, 24, and 25 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over the combination of DeWolfe et al. and Brown. DeWolfe teaches a data 
repository where information regarding a structure and its contents may be stored. DeWolfe 
does not explicitly disclose an electronic model that accurately depicts structure with integrated 
electronic links as recited in claim 1 . 

The Brown reference teaches a method for compiling information regarding real estate. 
For example, Claim 4 recites that a for plan image of at least a portion of the house can be 
compiled with other data in a computer-readable data base. Similarly, textual information for 
each house, at least one exterior image for each house, and at least one interior image for each 
house are all compiled into a common data base format. Access to this compiled information is 
achieved through a number of icon buttons 101 to control the addition and deletion of new 
records into the data base and to select which record is to be displayed for either viewing or 
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editing. Different images can be displayed by pushing these icon buttons located on the screen. 
Brown does not teach, however, a graphical user interface accurately portraying dimensions and 
features of a structure and personal property from the location of personal property in the 
structure to allow a user to indicate a location on the electronic model of the structure depicted 
on the graphical user interface and to link to the corresponding data. 

As a result, neither Brown nor DeWolfe separately or in combination teach the claimed 
invention. Applicant therefore respectfully suggests that these claims are not allowable. Should 
there be any further impediment to the prompt allowance of this application; the Examiner is 
respectfully invited to contact the undersigned for a telephonic interview.
